tal， James was cut and stabbed

According to Boston 瓦 erald 
Ammerican，during the five-dqay 
trial，Assistant District Attorney 
William Doherty presented three 
witnesses who were participants in 
the fight. One of the participants， 
Karen ONeil, 15, testified she saw 
James straddle Patrice Borden and 
plunge a knife into her chest. 

Under cross-examination by De- 
fense Attorney Norman Zalkind， 
ONeil conceded she told police 
shehad not seen a knife during the

The Tam brothers testified the 
人 zht started _ after a- group of 
vouths called them“Chinks”and 
one vouth hit Ceorge on the head 
with a rock as thev walked along 
Lawrence Street， 

The trial was to begin in March 
Due to the heavy case load of the 
Suffolk Superior _ Court， 让 was 
postponed till June 7， The jury， 
seven women and five men，wWas 
selected by June 8.， The trial 
ended June 14. The jury deliber- 
ated for 27Y? hours. 

DISTURBED 

The Boston Chinese comimunity 
has been deeply disturbed by this 
and other racial incidents.， Many 
Chinese families living in the 
Charlestown neighborhood had 
been unduly harrassed and were 
forced to move out.

National Endowment Gives 
Grant to study Locke 


SACRAMENTO. 一 Sacramento 
Housing and Redevelopment 
Agency received word last week 
that 让 has received a $20,000 
National Endowment_of the Arts 
gralit for planning and studying 
the _ community of Locke in an 
effort to determine its best future， 

The Agency is also anticipating 
receipt of some $57,000 from the 
Sacramento County community 
development fund for the same 
purpose， Rehabilitation and Pres- 
ervation of the village of Locke， 
long a Chinese community， is the 
goal. 

Listed on the National Register， 
the towns history goes back to 
1912，with the settlement of the 
first Chinese from the county of 
Chungshan on the levee at Locke- 


Dort. In 1915, the nearby Chinese 


community of Walnut Grove was 
levelled by fire and 站 was that 
time that qisplaced residents built 
their new homes in Locke. 

The town experienced its“hey- 
day ”during the 20s when prohi- 
bition gave the community a new 
industry. That coincided with a 
boom in asparagus growing and 
contributed greatly to the growth 
of Locke. 

DECLINE 

But by the late 20s and 30s， 
with the repeal of prohibition and 
a Shift away from the Delta of 
asparagus production，Locke fell 
into decline,，Second generation 
Chinese Americans joined other 
Americans in a_ migration to the 
cities. 

Locke is :considered to -be the 
last remaining Chinatown totally 
independent of a Caucasian 
comImunity， 

Today,， Locke still stands，bnut 
its future is threatened constantly 
by fire, the invasion of tourists and 


the possibility of the sale of the 
entire 660-acre community. (It is 
currently owned by Locke 卫 s:

Mission House for Girls (now， 
known as Donaldina Cameron 
House) to find refuge for orphans， 
jittle mooie jai (household slaves) 
and victims of prostitution , 

Following the discovery of gold 
in _ California,Chinese streamed in 
in the hopes of getting rich. For 
most，the dream did not mater- 
ialize，so _ they found work in 
mining，building” railroads and 
farming， They worked well and 
cheaply，Labor unions Were 
alarmed and Congress clamped 
down with the Chinese Exclusion 
Acts，prohibiting their future im- 
migration. .Prejudice ，and 
discrimination from the White- 
dominated society forced the Chi- 
nese into a ghetto，with a ratio of 
2000 to 3000 men to one Woman， 

SMUCGCGLED 

The inevitable followed，Chi- 
nese girls Or Women，bought or 
kidnapped in China，were smug- 
gled into this country. They were 
then sold as wives，concubines， 
Prostitutes or household slaves. It 
was a prosperous business for the 
Chinese underworld and their 
unscrupous collaborators. 

In 1874，a group of Christian 
women and founders of what was 
to _ become Cameron House step- 
ped in，rescued and rehabilitated 
Some of these unwilling immi- 
grants, Since then， the center has 
opened its doors to all Chinese 
immigrants and their descendants. 

Todav，of the estimated 7000 
voung people betvween Six and 17 
in Chinatown，about 10 percent 
have been involved with Cameron 
House Programs at one time oOT 
These youth “programs 
offer leadership training for 
voungsters.， Responsibilities 。 are 
given to _ them as helpers，club 
leaders， teachers，and decision 
makers. 

OBJECTIVES 

The main objectives of the 
vouth program，according to Rev， 
Harrv Chuck Jr.，who is in charge 
of the program，are to develop 
self-confidence within the young 
people and provide them opPpor- 
tunities to_ explore their poten- 
tialities. 

Crowded Chinatown ， streets 
and homes leave little space for 
voungsters to _ play. In addition， 


Rev. Harry ITR of Cameron House， 


many mothers work in sexving 
factories and can hardlyv find time 
to take care of their children: The 
need for recreational facilities and 
leadership training is evident novw， 
especially when there is no school 
in the summer， In response，a 
Summer day camp has been 
developed byv the Center， Abonut 
600 people enroll each summer for 
a Six Week experience， Thev are 
joined byv groups of voung people 
from- other churches across the 
coOUTtrYV. 

No direct religious teaching is 
offered at grammer school_ level， 
but from junior high up it yis 
apparent that Cameron Houseis a 
ministrv，Rev. Harrv Chuck des- 
cribes the center as a huge lab for 
practicing ones belief.” 

“We work here in response to 
what Cod has done for us and we 
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share it with the voung people, 
he adds. 
LANCGUAGE 

There is a tutoring center to 
help foreign-born students who 
have'specific academic Weakiness. 
Alanguage center offers classes for 
wives who do not know enough 
English to do grocerv Shopping or

rendered to_ the males of the 
family 


Counseling is available to fam- 
ilies when help is needed iD 
dealing vith_ family or personal 
problems and in obtaining max-

Immigrant service includes 
meeting the new families in the 
airnport，giving guidance in the 
areas of empblovment，housing， 
education、and orientation to this 
new _ nation， Over 200 Chinese 
immigrants arrive here _ each 
moOnth . 

SCANDALOUS 

Housing Statistics for China- 
tovwn are scandalous，Eortv-three 
Dercent of the housing units in the 
core _ area are deficient in both 
plumbing and kitchen_ facilities. 
The Chinatown，Coalition for 
Better Housing，headeq bv Rerv. 
Harrv Chuck、 has demanded that 
new low- and_ middle-income 
housing be built. 

Trained Chinese-speaking PSsV- 
chiatrists.psvchologists, and social 
workers help those who are Unable 
to uiake personal adjustments que 
to the strains of cultural conflict or 
emotional deprivation .

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NMemorable Former 
California Covernors

Over the past thirty years there 
have been two former governors 
of the state of California who have 
made a_ deep impression on me. 

The first of these most memor- 
able -governors is Earl Warren. 
During the time he was governor， 
Chinas Volunteer Army had en- 
tered snto the 人 fghting in North 
Korea. As the fighting intensified， 
anti-Chinese sentiment increased 
and Chinese Americans were be- 
coming increasingly alarmed， At 
this time Warren came here in an 
attempt to alleviate the Peoples* 
concerns, Following a Speech de- 
livered to the Chinese American 
Citizens Association，I asked himi 
"Is 过 possible that we could be 
Sent to cOncentration camps in the 
same way that Japanese Ameri- 
cans were following the attack on 
Pearl HarborP”Warren's red face 
fushed even deeper and his voice 
became very emotional as he re- 
plied:”I would never allow such a 
thing to happen here-in Cajifor- 
nia.” 

INDIGNANT 

At first 工 thought that his indig- 
nant tone of vcice was an expres- 
sion of his code of ethics， Now in 
retrospect，I thinked I touched a 
Sensitive nerve in posing this ques- 
tion. First of all，I had used the 
term “concentration camp,，as the 
official term used at the time was 
”relocation center.”Furthermore 
让 was Warren who advocated 
sending Japanese Americans to re- 
location centers following the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. I he had 
known that I .was a Democrat， 
then maybe he thought that I was 
deliberately trying to make things 
difficult for him with this ques- 
tion. At any rate，VVarren s state- 
ments at the time really did have 
the effect of calming people down: 
Later，when he became Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court，VVar- 
ren was without equal in his :ef- 
forts to _ support individual and 
civil rights. I really believe that 
during this visit Varren was al- 
ready showing signs of his future 
COUISe. 

The other former governor 工 
want to discuss is the present gov- 
ernor s father, Edmund G. Brown， 
Hehad appointed me as one of the 
states representatives to attend a 
White House conference on the 
problems of senior citizens. Brown 
also came to our Clay Street office 
for an interview during one of his 
campaigns， 工 _ dont remember 
what we had to say to each other 
on either of these occasions, I only 
recall something he told me while 
he was serving as District Attorney 
here-in San Francisco，The Dis- 
trict Attorney s office was located 
in the same Montgomery Street 
building as the law offices of 
Chow and Sing. One day I was 
walking out of the building with 
Albert Chow and we ran 'into 


Brown outside on Montgomery St. 

Chow introduced him to me and 

mentioned that I was editor of a 

Chinese language newSspaper. 
CHANGCGE 

Upon hearingthisBrown seemed 
quite interested and' without the 
least bit of hesitation he said: “I 
want to ask you something， Why 
are We Opposed to the Chinese 
Communists taking power? China 
is So downtrodden perhaps only a 
Communist system of government 
will be able to change the lives of 
400 mijllion people.” 

I was completely at a loss .as to 
how to respond. Chow nudged me 
along and said that Brown had 
only been joking. 

To this day I still dont know 证 
Brown had been serious，Possibly 
he was only having a little fun at 
the expense of Chow，who he 
knew was a staunch SuPPorter of 
the Nationalist government then 
in Nanking. He also could have 
been deliberately needling Chow 
because 工 Was present, At any rate， 
I am sure he wasnt joking with 
)C because we had never met be- 
fore this. Of course I am sure that 
Brown has forgotten this little in- 
cident, but 让 we should ever hap: 
pen to meet again I will certainly 
ask him about .what he really 
meant that day. 

The Present governor， Jerry 
Brown，has already come out in 
favor of establishing diplomatic 
relations between the United States 
and China,. Although I have never 
met him I am sure that he is not 
hoking when he makes this state- 
ment， 了 indeed what the elder 
Brown said to me thirty years ago 
was in earnest, 直 Would'seem that 
his thinking was really far ahead 
of his time.
